2. (ori£^) A garage door loddng system aooozding to daim 1 wherein the at least one end of 
the yoke also is configured for connection to an end of a snap laldi cable. 

3. (original) A garage door loddng aystan aoooiding to daim 1 wherdn the outside loddng 
member is a kayad c^inder look. 
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4(0(rlgbud) A garage door lookiqgsyate^ 
member is a push-button qdinder lock. 

5. (origiiLRl) A gBinge door loddng system accordii^ toe and fuxther comprising an 
c^itside handle onihe otttside end of the spindle. 

6. (original) AgaiagedoorlociidbQgqrisAemaGCOf^^ 
insida handle on the inside end of the spindle* 

7. (original) A garage door locUng system accordiog to claim 1 wherein the yoke indudes a 
first end and an opposed second wd, and wherein the first and second opposed ends each are 
configured fi>r connection to an end of an elongated loddngbar. 

8. (original) A garage door locking system accoiding to claim 1 wherein the actuator yoke 
includes a hub portion fiir oonnecdon to the inside end of the sphidle and two opposed euds. 
wherdn the opposed ends of Ifae yoke are ofbet fiom the hub portion such that the opposed ends 
are nearer Ihe outside end of the 8i>indte than die hub portion* 

9. (original) A garage door locking system according to claim 8 sndfiirfher comprising an 
inside escutcheon^ wherein the inside escutdieonindudes a central ptotroding portion and a 
recessed portion, herein the recessed portion provides sufficient clearance to pennit selective 
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rotation of the two opposed ends of the yoke when the spindle rotates relRtive to the inside 
escotdieon. 

10. (original) A garage door loddng system aocoiding to dainil and fin^ 
outside escutdieon. 

11. (origmal) A garage door locMog system according to daini 1 aiidfu^ 
inside escutcheon. 

12. (cunwtly amended) A loddng system &r a garage door having an inside face^ an 
outside fiice, and first and second opposed side edgpa^ the loddng system comprising; 

(a) a spindle configored to be xotatably mounted in an aperture in the garage door, the 
spindle having an inside end and an outside end, wherein the inside end of fte spindle inwardly 
exteods a substantial distance finm the inside &oe of the garage door; and 

(b) an ofbetactnator yoke having a central bub portion on &e inside end of the 
spindle, and having opposed ends, wherdn the central hub is proximate to the inside end of die 
spindle and die opposed ends outwapdlv mtmd from the locMng Bvstem and me suhgtantiallv 
proximate to the inside face of the garage door y/hm the qrindle is rotatably mounted in the 
garage door aperture and the central hub is mounted on the spindle; 

(c) an outside looking cylinder on the outride end of the s[rindle; and 

(d) an inside loddng (^linder on flie inside end of the spindle; 
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pomiit jotalioiu fiom aiflwr the in s id e e nd or the outeido end of the spindlo both the inside 
locking CTdinder and the outside loddng cylinder atie opgtable to sdectivel v peimit and 
selectivelYPrgvmt rotation of the smndlebvmmimilatjpn fff % ftT ffi »S de end of Ihe spindle . 

13. (oti^nal) A locking system according to claim 12 and furt^ 

escutcheon configured for attachmeat on the insnde face of the garage door» whercb the inside 
escutdieon includes a raised central portion and a recessed outer portion such that the recessed 
outer portion provides sufficient clearance to pemiit rotation of (he opposed ends of the yoke 
relative to the inside escutcheon. 

14. (migtnal) A locJdng system accordmg to daim 13 and further comprising an outside 
escutcheon configured £br attachmeat on the outside &ce of the garage door. 

1 5. (original) A locking system according to claim 12 and further comprising an outside handle 
on the outside end of ttie spindle and an inside handle on the inside end of the qrindle.

1 7. (previously presented) A loddng sj^tem according to claim 12 wherein the outside 
bcking cylinder is a keyed locking cylioder.

23. (origuial) A garage door lock according to claim 20 and fbrtherconipr^ 
escutdieon and an outside escutcheon^ 
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24. (origmBl) A garage door lock acoonling to claim 23 wfaetd^ 

a raised oeatral portion and a recessed Otttar portion such that Ihe recessed outer portion provides 
clearance fiir rotation of the yoke telative to tiie inside escutcheon* 
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
